The Chairman called for approval of the previous minutes, It was asked that the min- 
utes be corrected to show that Nancy McKibbin’s call be shown as KB7BJE rather than KB7BJC 
as published. K7TTO moved and W7JPH seconded that the minutes be approved as corrected, 
the vote passed.

Adjacent area reports were next on the agenda. The ORRC meeting at Seaside was dis- 
cussed, especially the re-organization of the ORRC that has recently taken place with 
their nine areas representatives plus two at large representatives. 


Chairman Freinwald next discussed things happening with the VRAC (VHF Repeater Advi- 
sory Committee). He announced that the 9088 MHz band plan is now on the table for the ARRL 
Board to work on, and it is hoped that an adopted plan will soon be here. He also said 
they are working on a 23@@ MHz plan and input is being called for. The Committee is still 
working on the 6 Meter Band Plan to incorporate the additional 1 Mhz of repeater spectrum 
recently allocated by the FCC. National Date Base also was discussed. pro’s and con’s.

The Packet Committee chairman had no report. The Chairman asked the Committee to 
make a report for the Coordinators next publication. 


The Technical Committee had no report. 


The Membership Chairman, Herman Entz., is to receive a list of paid members vs. mail- 
ing list so he can make an analysis for the next meeting. Herman also suggests that the 
word “Associate Member’ not be used any longer and a new terminology be used such as 
*user’. 

There was no FCC liaison report. 


The 10/6 meter Committee reported that W7SRZ has a new 6 meter remote base up and 
operating. 

The 2 meter report indicated a BC application for 147.38 in Langley, B.C., co-channel 
with the Radio Club of Tacoma. Chairman Freinwald indicated that B.C. would be running 
tests from a site at 115 meters (377ft) and he notified the representatives of the RCT. 
He reported that there are apparentiy no problems with the coordination for B.C. because 
nothing was ever heard from RCT. K7TTO moved and W7JPH seconded that the Board send a let- 
ter of approval to B.C. noting our decision. 

The 22@ committee had no report. 


The 9880/1200 committee had no report other than the activity of the 1208 repeater now 
on the air at W7SRZ. 

Old Business was called for. The clarifications of the coordinations standards voted 
on at the last meeting were discussed, read, and compared with the old standards. It was 
also noted in the discussion that the 44@ band was mistakenly omitted from Section 17 of 
the Coordination Standards. The board agreed that it was an omission and would not 
require membership approval for change. K7PAG moved and K7TTO seconded that the omission 
be corrected in Section 17, the vote passed. 

At a previous meeting, past membership chairman Geno Kimzey recommended the organiza- 
tion standardize voting. The chairman asked that Herman Entz, current membership chair- 
mans come up with a recommendation for the next meeting. 

The Chair asked Mark McKibbin to report on what their committee had found regarding 
ATY operation as it relates to our coordination situation. He reported that there are 
several opinions on the standard in UHF, those being 434.25 and 439.25. He explained that 
both had problems and that ATV operation on UHF in general, especially above line Ay was 
not without coordination headaches. Even the legality of ATY operation and the ability 
for the operator to keep his signals within the allocated sub bands was in suspect. 
After much discussion on the matter, the Chair requested the Committee convene and draw up 
a coordination policy with the technical standards to submit to the Board for 


_ consideration. 


Under New Business, a letter was read regarding the operation currently being used by 
Various groups in cross banding 2 meters to 220 for special events such as rallies and 
bike-a-thons, etc. the question was whether these operations came under our coordination 
Jurisdiction. The Board decided it was not in our jurisdiction, but firmly sugaested that 
some type of medium was needed to educate these users on where customary operation should 
take place. It was mentioned that a lot of individuals have obtains licenses for the 
sole purpose of operating at these events. Mark Mc Kibbin. WR7Vs, indicated that the would 
draft a letter to the League suggesting the VE program incorporate some type of informa- 
tion hand out explaining where and how the bands and sub-bands are customarily used. 

Hearing no further new business, the meeting was adjourned.

FCC RE-ORGANIZES THE RULES (FCC News Release) 


The FCC in a May 31 news release announced action in PR Docket 88-139 that has over- 
ruled the old Part 97. The last time such a rule overhaul took place was way back in 
1951...we’ve come a long way since then and the new rules are supposed to take into 
account today’s techniques and procedures. 

Part 97 15 now divided into 6 sub-parts and 2 appendices. Sub-part C i5 where the 
Repeater items will be found. One curious change has taken place here....the new rules 
deleted the requirement that operation be discontinued within five seconds after cessation 
of radio communications by the user station. (The old Hang Time rule) Another deletion 
was the restriction that a repeater cannot transmit on more than one channel from the same 
location. In the spirit of deregulation we can now control (legally) repeaters on the 
input frequency, rather than having to have another control frequency. 

Some general rule type changes: 

The new Part 97 will include the essential hold of the Commissions limited premption 
ruling that state and local regulation of an amateur station antenna structure must not 
preclude amateur service communications. Rather, such regulation must reasonably accommo- 
date those communications and must constitute the minimum practicable regulation to accom- 
plish the state or local authority’s legitimate purpose. (Ref. PRE-1) 

The new rules permit the use of amateur stations to provide communications that 
relate to the public’s safe observation and participation in parades, marathons, or simi- 
lar public events, if the principal beneficiary of such communications is the public and 
any benefit to the event’s sponsor is incidental. (Good news for those systems that do a 
lot of this) 

Communications relating to the buying and selling of Amateur station apparatus is 
also permitted as an exception to the general prohibition against business communications 
(The Swap-Shops are OK) 


eee (BCFM Bulletin) 


There is growing support for selective calling on VE7RPT (146.94) in Vancouver now that 
the machine has a new controller that is capable of handling this chore. The Bulletin 
encourages fellows to look for old VHF pagers, convert them to 2 meters as well as adding 
Sel-Call equipment to their existing 2 meter radios, this way you can be called by people 
wanting to talk to you while shutting out 99% of the Channel Chatter. 


While installing the new controller, the RPT techs removed what was listed in the directo- 
ry as VOX. Actually this was a sophisticated device designed to escape the 
Kerchunker....the Famous A.B.D. (Anti-~Bozo-Device) 


Meanwhile the Connie repeater on 6.74 has purchased an RC-85@ controller. Bob, WA7ZWG and 
Tony, W7ISX are in charge of the configuration. Installation of the system for the Mt 
Constitution system is unique because they have two different telephone companies in their 
Autopatch area. This will require two full duplex autopatch links with selective calling 
software. He Bee  ® 


FCC DECIDES AGAINST AMATEUR 22@ (ARRL Release) 


The FCC announced on June 15 that it had reaffirmed its decision to reallocate the 
220 to 222 MHz band from the Amateur Radio Service to commercial land/mobile interests. 
In so doing the FCC rejected arguments presented in some 702 petitions for reconsideration 
that its original decision had failed to adequately consider the impact of the 
reallocation on radio amateur volunteers who supply public-service and disaster 
communications services to government agencies and to the general public. The ARRL was 
among the parties requesting reconsideration. 

“The Commission’s actions today is a disappointment, but not a surprise” commented 
ARRL Executive Vice President David Sumner. "The entire history of this proceeding is one 
of the Commission ignoring evidence that did not support its preconceived position.. Now 
it will be up to the Federal Court of Appeals to determine whether, by s0 doing, the 
Commission overstepped its bounds. " 

Just last month, a Congressional subcommittee chaired by West Virginia Congressman 
Bob Wise had conducted an oversight hearing into the Commission’s decision ~- making 
process on the 220 MHz issue. "During the hearing, we observed a number of occasions 
where the FCC testimony overlooked evidence in the record, or contradicted what the 
Commission had said last August when the decision was made," Sumner said. “We had hoped 
that their significance would not be lost on the FCC, and that we wouldn’t be force to go 
to court to point them out. Instead, in the course of today’s meeting the Commission 
reverted to the rhetoric of last August." 

On June 7, Rep. Wise wrote to FCC Chairman Patrick urging consideration of four com- 
promise scenarios in which the essential interests of all parties to the allocations dis- 
pute would be preserved. Mr. Wise stated his desire "that the Commission make sure every 
possible compromise solution is considered before it takes action on the pending petitions 
for reconsideration" ARRL Counsel Christopher Imlay observed: "Despite Commission state- 
ments to the contrary, it was apparent today that no substantive consideration had been 
given to those alternatives. The U.S. Court of Appeals for the D.C. circuit has repeated- 
ly held that an agency stating a factor has been considered is no substitute for consider- 
ing it." 

In the course of discussion. the Commissioners did indicate that they would be will- 
ing to entertain, in some future proceeding, the possibility of some shared use by ama- 
teurs of the 216-220 band. “We don’t hold out much hope of this coming to pass," Sumner 
said. “The way for the Commission to demonstrate sincerity would have been to deal with 
this possibility now, rather than to relegate it to some uncertain future time." 

Amateurs use the 220 to 222 Mhz frequency band for a variety of purposes, including 
development of a state-of-the-art inter city data communications network that offers a 
back up emergency communications capability to the government and the general public. No 
date has been set by FCC for terminating amateur access to the band..

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FCC SAYS "NO" TO SPECIAL CALLS (Westlink) 


In February of 1987, the FCC requested comments and proposals to determine whether a spe- 
cial call sign system administered in the private sector could be implemented without 
additional costs to the agency. It proposed that the actual station licensing function, 
including the assignment of an “official” call sign, continue to be performed by the FCC. 
The proposed "Special Call Sign Coordinator" could, upon request of and individual licen- 
$se@, assign one or more "special" supplemental call signs to an authorized station. The 
special call signs could then be used instead of the FCC assigned call during the station 
ID process. 

After considering the comments received from the ARRL and others, the FCC concluded 
that a special call sign program would require the “diversion of significant agency 
resources" vital to the timely and efficient processing of applications for new, revised 
and upgraded amateur licenses, consequently, commissioners Patrick, Quello and Dennis ter- 
minated the proceeding on May 21.

CANADIAN NEWS FRONT... (228 Notes) 


Even as the Docket 87-14 approaches the next, the courtroom phase here in the U.S. 
events in our neighbor to the North bear watching....though, as yet, no action is 
required. 

To put it bluntly, the paranoia over events here have prompted US Amateurs to get 
very jumpy about possible future Canadian Government moves to remove a great deal of spec- 
trum from the Amateur Service there, particularly all of the 22@=225 MHz, all of the 430 
to 45@ band, plus possibly other spectra. 

CEd Note: Remember most of the Seattle area is North of Line Al 

That is NOT imminent, according to Giles Ratheir of the Canadian Department of Commu- 
nications, with whom 220 NOTES talked recently. Ratheir further notes that the concern on 
this side of the border for what is happening in Canada is evidences by the fact that the 
DOC has received telephone inquiries on this issue from U.S. Hams only. No Canadians have 
called so far'!'! 

There IS indeed a review of spectrum usage from 25 to 908 or so MHZ going on in 
Canada, as there has been for some time. However, this does NOT mean that spectrum 
reallocation is imminent. There will be, says Giles, an orderly proceeding which will 
take time. Further the views of U.S. Amateurs WILL be taken into consideration, WHEN THE 
PROPER TIME TO RECEIVE SUCH VIEWS IS AT HAND.

Communications are in languages other than English 
and the pirate operators are openly hostile to licensed hams. At least one has been 
threatened with bodily harm if he continues to operate near the channel being used by the 
taxies. 

The taxi operators may be getting their gear from Times Square’s "going out of busi- 
ness" stores. These gift shops located the length of 42nd Street that specialize in the 
sale of just about every type of merchandise you can imagine to the unsuspecting tourist 
trade. Now, amateur radio gear, at inflated prices, is appearing in those shops. 

Writing in the July issue of the Lake County Amateur Radio Association newsletter, 
Bob Liddy, K8BL, notes that while on a recent business trip to NYC, he and K8YSE, stopped 
into one of these electronic gift stores and noted a number of pieces of amateur radio 
gear on display in the window. 

Inside the store were Icom, Kenwood and Yaesu hand-helds behind a glass case. The 
counter many, who spoke only broken English, informed them that these radios were deluxe 
high power units that featured "lots of watts". 

The clerk informed the amateurs that he would sell them an Icom IC-2GAT, which had a 
sticker price of $1379.95 for only $780!!!

The time has finally come that we all must take a real hard look at all of the band 
plans for each of the amateur spectrum allocations. There has been several opportunities 
lately to look into problems concerning the two meter and seventy centimeter bands. Most 
of these concern spectrum usage and growth for present day user. We realize that free 
spectrum for these bands is at a premium and if there doesn’t seem to be any activity why 
not use it ! Band planning has been necessary for all of us to co-exist in relative har- 
mony for all these years and it’s hoped that it can keep us going for a long time to come. 
Without these plans we can’t possibly provide for the most efficient and ample usage of 
each band for the amateur community now or into the next century without great 
difficulties. 

Many of the amateurs in our area don’t even know what band plans are and most likely 
don’t care. There are instances of spectrum usage that show a lack of understanding for 
these plans and operations that are foreign to them. The term "USE IT GR LOOSE IT" fits 
very well here and this is just exactly what is happening to all of us. In these terms we 
have a real hard time criticizing these individuals for the lack of understanding the 
necessity of these plans, how they work to keep our spectrum allocations orderly, and max- 
imize usage for each mode of operation. Young and old amateur alike are occupying por- 
tions of spectrum that are allocated to satellite operations for FM simplex, FM simplex 
operations that are being interrupted by packet users, packet users who are being inter- 
fered with by FM simplex operations, amateur television users who need spectrum, weak sig- 
nal amateurs who have people in the CW portion of the band ask who they are calling using 
FM, and on and on!! Does this sound like harmony to you?? Well, it appears that we have a 
lot of work to do. We all know that spectrum usage is a real time problem, now and in the 
future, If we are going to be able to cope with all of the changes that are proposed 
we’re going to have to EDUCATE each and every amateur in the community. We will need to 
gather all of their support to keep our spectrum allocations free of further problems and 
to resolve the ones that exist now. The new amateur will need guidance, from his entry 
into the ranks, to understand these plans. How to use them effectively and correctly, 
including a proper understanding of operating procedures for each portion of spectrum he 
uses, and follow on education as further changes are incorporated. 

None of us is to old to learn from this training, and to think that just because you 
are an old time amateur that you are above all of this is not the right avenue to take. 
Some of the worst offenders are the older amateur. Education is really the answer and if 
we all work together it’s possible to rectify current problems, cool heated tempers, and 
Possibly find more room in our spectrum allocations than what we see now. The answer is 
not a simple one, but all of us can make a difference. 

What happens if we don’t educate the new amateur? Well, the other day a newly 
licensed EXTRA CLASS individual was overhead on a local repeater asking another what is a 
repeater and how it functioned, what is an offset and why we had them, what were the band 
limitations of two meters, and what does simplex mean! This doesn’t even include 
autopatching, or sub audible tones or other things that he should know!! We need to real- 
ize that what is discussed here is really just the beginning and that the HF bands have 
the same problems that are magnified world wide. One good example is the occupation of 
Ten Meter satellite sub-band by FM users.

YOU as a repeater owner, operator, radio officer, or concerned member of the WWARA 
must act now to check this lack of understanding before it gets out of hand. Educate your 
control operators, users, and who ever else is affected by the operations that you are 
involved with. Insist on proper repeater, simplex activity, and band plan usage. Whenev- 
er possible try to promote these practices in your club and repeater organizations. Hold 
training for all users and.insist on a standardization of operation for all. discuss band 
Plans and what activity is where. Have individuals that are involved with these areas 
talk about there usage and what operating practices are used. These ideas are but just a 
few of what must be accomplished. If we all work toward this common goal we can lead the 
way into the future knowing that our amateurs will regulate themselves effectively and use 
proper operating procedures across all of our allocated spectrum. 

Our support of the Official Gbserver program must be enhanced. Give them the opportu- 
nity to become our foremost experts on operating procedures when concerned with 
VHF/UHF /SHF operations. Change their image as the “Bad Guy" and promote their necessary 
roll to our existence now and in the future is a must. We tend te leave them behind and 
turn our backs when they need help. This has got to change because they will become prime 
Players in our future as effective amateur operators. Let’s get them aboard now and give 
them the backing they need to enlist and promote good operating practices. Ask them to 
approach each problem with and open mind and give solutions will educate and resolve the 
individuals problem. At the same time make him feel that he has been helped and not 
hindered. These dedicated amateurs ARE willing to help but need our full support to carry 
on this difficult task. 

Certainly, you have heard all this before but now is the time to get started and lay 
the much needed ground work. With the correct timing and ham community help, we can put 
the wheels in motion. I’m iooking toward the future now so that we can all benefit later. 
I hope that each one of you want to be included in this effort. Thank you for your time 
and great job you have done so far as a member of the WWARA.

ATV COMMITTEE ISSUES IT’S REPORT... 


A-committee consisting of Mark Allen, WJ7X,. Don .Rose, W7JPH, Mark McKibbon, WR7V and 
Mark Herold KN7MVO was appointed by the WWARA chairman to examine and make recommendations 
to the WWARA regarding ATV operations on the 7@ Cm band. 


Quoting from their report, here are the committee’s recommendations: 


17 In terms of FM interference, ATV is usually the interfered with party from etrang FM 
signals within the passband of the ATV receiver. Therefore the WWARS should adopt a perma- 
nent moratorium on coordinating repeater/auxiliary or link frequencies in 434 to 439 MHz 
region, specifically, 432.75 ~ 439.25 and 438.5 +/- 106@Khz. This will maintain the 
existing coexistence between FM users and ATY. 


2) To protect the existing non interfering relationshie between weak signal and ATV 
users, the WWARA should not coordinate any repeater transmit frequency for Amateur Fast 
Scan Television in the 7@ cm band. In doing so, this will eliminate one possibility of a 
high power omni directional transmitter being introduced in the region and will continue 
to encourage the point to point type of communications currently in use on 7@ cm by these 
parties.

3) Coordination of ATV Repeater transmitters on bands above 7@ cm should proceed follow- 
ing the established coordination processes. 


4) And Finally, to help ensure the continued cooperation of the effected parties, sec- 

tion 25 should be added to the WWARA Coordination Policies as follows: ; 
5) WWARA shall not coordinate any ATV repeater TRANSMITTER frequencies in the 7@ cm ; 
band and shall not coordinate 433.00 to 435.00 and 438.00 to 438.6 MHz in order to protect } 


existing weak signal activities. 


This matter will be debated at the next General Business Meeting of the WWARA. For those 
of you that would like a copy of the full text of the Committee report, drop a note to the 
WWARA and request a copy.
